THE GREAT DISASTER. 
At an early hour yesterday morning the city 


startled hy report thatthe Monday | 
~~ gight express train eastward on the Michigan 


Southern R. R., while going at a high rate of 
speed, had broker through a culvert near 
South Bend, killing thirty passengers outright 
and maiming, more or less horribly, some forty 
or fifty m re. The news traveled with aston- 
ishing rapidity through the business streets, 


jag at every corner, and carrying terror to 
scores of families who had relatives on the 
shattered train; or who, imperféctly under- 
standing the ‘news, had located the scene of 
the disaster on-other roads where their friends 
were supposed te be. Before the publication 
of the first authentic report the street version 
offthe casualty had fixed the mumber of the 
dead at sixty and the wounded as many more, 

Unfortunately the extent of the calamity had 
pot been overestimated by rumor. The de- 
tails which we publish elsewhere tell of a des- 
truction of human life unparalled, so far as our 
recollection extends, in the history of western 
disasters. The Gasconade accident on the 
Pacific R. R., of Missouri, is the only one 
which can be compared with it in the catalogue | 
of horrible doings, and this, if we are not mis- 
taken, did not embrace so large a list of dead 
and wounded as the one which we are now 
called upon to chronicle. 

The prominent facts of the case are thatthe | 
train which left this city for Toledo at 8 o'clock 
Monday evening; with one hundred and fifty 

broke through an embankment 
supported by a culvert between SouthBend and 
the chasm, and hurling the baggage and ex- 
press cars, two second class atid three first 
class passenger cars so violently upon it that 
they were shiveréd into fragments, burying 
the passengers in a conglomeration of mud, 
rift wood, splinters and broken whedle—over | 
which a sheet of water, which had accumulated 
against the embankment, instantly swept, car- 
wing off every thtng which would float and 
by eoncussion; all this in intense darkness, 
| These would seem .o be elements sufficient to 
gecount for the sixty lives lost, or said to be 
lost, in the fatal ravine. It is impossible as 
yet to locate the blame of the tragedy. All 
_ gecounts agree that the embankment was un- 
dermived by a very sudden and violent rain 
storm Monday afternoon and evening, which 
filled the ravine surmounted by the culvert.and 
embankment, transforming it from a “dry 


gun,” or an ankle-deep water conrse, to a pow- 


“Brush and mud, formed a dam scroes 
the mouth of the culvert, leaving the water to 
accumulate against the earth work of the road. 
Tiis became saturated to the consistency of 
mortar; and naturally the first considerable 
weight thrown upon the top of it spread the 
whole mess like a mortar bed. . 

We shall be able to present a more lucid 
account, including a description of the topog- 
raphy of the disaster, in our next issge.

I had several contusions about my face 
and body. My wife is hurt about as much as I 
am.

"Although the accident happened soon after 
midnight, nothing was known of it here until 
about 9 o'clock in the morning, when the Ex- 
press Company received a dispatch 


But when the news 
once got abroad, it flew like the wind, and with- 


in an hour it was the theme of conversation at 
every corner of the streets. The different offices 
of the Company were soon filled with anxious 
inquirers who had friends on the train, each 
begging to be assured of their safety, or hesi- 
tating to inquire the extent of their loss. Hus- 
bands whose wives and children had left them 


in joyous health and strength only a few hours 


ago; messedgers from wives who sat, with 


trembling hearts and pallid lips, at home; the 


curious who had only their love of the sensa- 
tatioB¥? to gratify, thronged the Passenger and 
General Freight Offices during all the after part 
ofthe day. In the latter is a telegraphic in- 
strument and operator, and the communications 
between it and the station nearest the horrid 


scene were frequent, and, to the agonized by- 


standers, full of dreadful meaning. We saw 
many turn away from the operator’s list, some 


with faces lit up with hope and joy, and others 


struck with heavy despair. One gentleman of 
this city had sent his wife, three children and 
sister eastward on the fatal night. He was an 
early inquirer. The obliging operator dis- 
patched a message of inquiry, and he stood by 
the instrument, a picture of woe, waiting an 
answer, In reply to a question, be said that he 
had put his family in the forward car. He 
told to expect the worst, because the destruc- 
tion of life in that car was fearfal. He trembled 
like an aspen leaf, and the sweat of agony stood 
like rain drops on his brow. In reply to an- 


‘other question, he said that his wife was going 


only as far ag Kalamazoo. He was told that 
Kalamazoo was on the Michigan Central, and 
that his precious ones could not be involved in 


this catastrophe at all. The relief came too 


suddenly. The revulsion followed like a water- 
‘fal, and the happy and thankful man threw him- 
self into a chair and wept like achild! A rough- 
bearded customer who related tbe incident to 
us, says that he also cried as he witnessed the 
thrilling scene. 

So intense was the curiosity of tte public that 
nothing could gratify it. The obliging officers 
of the Company put all the information at the 
disposal of those who asked it; but that was but 
meagre. Properly, those at the scene of horror

STATEMENT OF MWR J. J. H. RICE, PASSENGER. 

He was in the sleeping car at the time of the 
accident, which occurred about midnight.
